Day, the fifty- 
third year of Confederation and was 


Canada completed 


launched out on another year of ef- 


fort and, it is to be hoped, large 
national achievement. Judging by 
some standards the growth and de- 
velopment of Canada during the first 
half century since Confederation be- 
came an accomplished fact has been 
slow; measured by other standards it 
has been rapid. In all material re- 
spects it has been solid and the foun- 
dations laid permanent and geod. 
Those who incline to the view that 
our growth has been too slow, and 
who point to the difficulty of obtain- 
ing immigration, and even of retain- 
ing native born Canadians at home, 
resulting in a present population of 
but little more than eight millions of 
people, should not overlook the fact 
that geographically this country is 
so located and divided that it did not 
lend itself to great growth in popu- 
lation in the earlier years. Great 
natural barriers had to be overcome, 
and enormous expenditures made in 
order to lay the foundations upon 
which to rear a nation. Much of this 
work has now been accomplished, and 


the next fifty years should record 
developments which will place this 
country in.the front rank of the 


world’s great commonwealths. 

Even as recently as fifteen years 
ago, the great Provinces of Saskatch- 
ewan and Alberta, with their present 
population of approximately 1,500,000 
had not been organized, while Man- 
itoba was still in a pioneer stage of 
development, and the possibilities of 
British Columbia were but dimly 
guessed at. Fifteen years may be 
quite a span in a man’s life, but it 
is but as a fleeting minute in the his- 
tory of a nation, and the 2,500,000 
people now westsof the»Great Lakes 
gives promise of a wandertial future. 

Since confederation, Canada has 
accomplished some amazing things 
in a material sense. Always a great 
agricultural country, it has become a 
grcat manufacturing country, an im- 
portant financial country, and now it 
is undoubtedly on the eve of a truly 
remarkable development,of its enor- 
mous wealth of natural resources, a 
development which is to be made 
possible because of the growing needs 
of the world for those things which 
Canada can supply, and the fact that 
this country now enjoys the financial 
means to carry on such development. 

With its great railway systems, the 
development of its waterways, the 
creation of a really creditable and 
rapidly growing merchant marine, its 
strong financial institutions, all that 
Canada now requires to make good 
the prophecy “the twentieth century 
belongs to Canada” is more people 
to engage in productive enterprises, 
and the cultivation of a truly nation- 
al spirit which will forever lay at rest 
the old and bitter racial and religious 
antagonisms which have so often re- 
tarded our growth and divided our 
people into hostile camps. 

While in some respects the Great 
War served to re-awaken these old 
antagonisms and create new divisions, 
Canada’s splendid participation in the 
great world struggle for freedom has 
also served to arouse a real national 
spirit. Canada found itself and dis- 
covered its soul in that bitter strug- 
gle. The nations of the world also 
discovered Canada. The bitter and 
narrow political partizanship of for- 


mer years has been destroyed, and 
Canadians are now determined to 
make use of their material strength 
and resources to develop those other 
things which make for the ‘health, 
happiness, contentment and uplift 
of the whole nation, and the people 
who themselves constitute the nation. 

Canada has entered upon its fifty- 
fourth year with a minimum of in- 
dustrial unrest prevailing in its midst, 
and with the brightest of prospects 
for a bountiful yield from its fertile 
fields. It has succeeded in passing 
through the first two years of the 
so-called reconstruction period safely 
and with enhanced credit; its army 
of returning soldiers have becn re- 
habilitated in civilian life; its trade 
and commerce is expanding; most 
important of all-its people are more 
deeply interested than ever before in 
raising the standard of education, of 
creating better health conditions, of 
| lifting the political life of the coun- 
try on to a higher plane. 

Canada has great opportunities and 
a great future before it. But it calls 
for the best in every individual Can- 
adian to realize these things in their 
fulness. They demand a broad spirit 
of tolerance, a sympathetic apprecia- 
tion of the rights and opinions of 
others, and hard work along product- 
ive lines by all. If such a spirit pre- 
vails, and is intensively cultivated, 
Canada is on the highroad to true 
greatness and abounding prosperity.

'Manitoba Testing 
Wireless Telephone 


Probable That Government Will As- 
sume Control Over This 
Communication 

Experiments conducted at the re- 
quest of the Manitoba government 
with wireless telephone apparatus be- 
tween Winnipeg and Portage “La 
Prairie, 80 miles away, have been suc- 
cessfully concluded and a second step 
in the experiments 1s about to be 
taken, when conversations will be at- 
tempted between Winnipeg and Fort 
William, a distance of nearly 400 
miles, The experiments are being 
taken with a view to testing out a 
proposed system of wireless to be in- 
stalled In northern Manitoba, 

Mining districts and fur marketing 
centers are far scattered and sparsely 
eettled. Land wires are costly to in- 
stall and to maintain owing to falling 
trees in the bush country. It is pro- 
posed to establish some dozen sta- 
tions at central points in as many dis- 
tricts of the northland, and-these will 
in turn be given communication with 
the outside by a station of larger 
power at The Pas, which will work 
with another similar station at Swan 
River, 250 miles south of the former 
place, and in the well settled portion 
of the province. 

Should the wircless telephony prove 
successful it is probable that the 
Manitoba government will assume 
control over this form of communic- 
ation, just as it hag the telephones, 
and that the wireless will be incor- 
porated in the government telephones 
system, In this way the government 
may be able to give service to many 
isolated points, notably in mining sec- 
tions east of Lake Winnipeg which 
cannot now be reached by land wires.

For Farm Relief 


Premier Martin Tells of Work Done 
In Saskatchewan 

The government of Saskatchewan 
spent $3,000,000 during the past win- 
ter on relief work in the Southern 
and Western portions of the province, 
where there were almost total crop 
failures last year, This statement 
was made by Premier W. M. Martin, 
speaking at the banquet of the* Sas- 
katchewan Retail Merchants’ Asso- 


ciation at Moose Jaw. 
The Premier stated that there was 


every cause for optimism as to the 
crop prospects this year, He had 
visited every part of the areas that 
had a poor crop a year ago, during 
the past month, and everywhere he 
went he found that people were very 
hopeful as to the outlook. “If, how- 
ever, we should not get a good crop, 
I do not know what will be the out- 
come,” said the Premier, adding that 
that was all that was needed to put 
business where it should be and to 
place the farmers on their feet. 

In the course of an outline of the 
resources of the province, the Premier 
stated that he thought that Northern 
Saskatchewan in the days to come 
would produce greater wealth than 
the Southern parts, where devclop- 
ment has hitherto been confined. 
That was because the north, with its 
greater amount of shelter and water, 
was more adapted for mixed farming. 


Credit for Manitoba Farmers 


Total Loans to Date Amount to 
$840,000 on Short Terms 

Eight new rural credit societies 
operating under provincial laws, pro- 
viding machinery by which the far- 
mers may co-operate for the purpose 
of securing money at a comparatively 
low rate of interest for purposes of 
making improvements on their farms, 
is the record for June so far, This 
brings into operations in Manitoba 66 
of these societies, and of this num- 
ber 53 are actually loaning money. 
The total loans to date under the 
Rural Credits act amount to $840,000 
on short terms. Membership in the 
societies is limited to 100, but in sey- 
eral instances this number has been 
exceeded and in the Duck Mountain 
district and at Swan River additional 
societies had to be formed. They 
provide loans to farmers at rates low- 
er than those obtainable at the chart- 
ered banks,

Extensions to Experimental Farms

A series of excursions to the ex- 
perimental farms at Scott, Indian 
Head and Rosthern, the forestry sta- 
tion at Indian Head, and the college 
of agriculture at Saskatoon, is being 
arranged by the provincial superin- 
tendents of the various farms. The | 
purpose of these excursions is to en- 
able the people of the province to 
familiarize themselves with the extent 
to which these farms contribute to the 
agricultural development of the prov- 

ince, 

The experimental farm Scott 
will keep “open house” for all comers, 
as follows July 6, for residents in the | 
territory north of Township 39 and 
west of range 20; July 7, for residents 
in the territory south of township 40 
and east of range 21. The farm at 
Indian Head and the forestry statios 
will open their doors on July 15 to 
residents north of the Qu’Appelle 
Valley and west of range 12; and the 
farm at Rosthern will be at home to 
visitors on July 19, 20 and 21. The 
date for the excursions to the agricul- 
tural college in Saskatoon has not 
been fixed yet.

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Experimental Work 


Leads to Improvement 


Of Our Wheat Crops 


It woudl require a large voltime to 
record all the work done by the Fed- 
eral Government to improve the 
wheat crop and to extend its culti- 
vation in Canada. What has been 
done is of no small importance, From 
1886, when the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Farms came into being, date the 
first really serious endeavors to im- 
prove the wheat crop of Canada, 

Shortly after the inauguration of 
the Experimental Farms System, it 
was felt by those in authority that 
something should be done to improve 
existing grains and to introduce from 
abroad, Hardy, high-yielding and high 
qualitied varieties of grain, which 
would be lickly to mature in districts 


where the season was somewhat 
short. With this end in view, some 


twenty-eight varieties were selected 
from. grain offered for sale on the 
Corn Exchange in London, England, 
and representing the produce of the 
principal grain-growing~eountries of 
the world, Amongst these were four | 
varieties of wheat from India—Indian | 
Kurrachee, Indian Hard Calcutta, In-j 
dian Red Calcutta and Indian Club 
Calcutta. Upon testing these wheats 
it was decided to obtain both infor- | 
mation and further material from the | 
same source, So, under instruction 
of the Minister of Agriculture, cor-j 
respondence was opened with the 
Government of India. Through them 
inquiries were instituted to find out 
what Indian grains were likely to be! 
suitable to our Canadian climate. 


A great many varieties were intro- 
duced from India, Northern Russia! 
and other places, but, after testing, ! 
were not found very satisfactory in| 
themselves, and are not now grown. 
However some of these introduced 
wheats proved very valuable as par-: 
ents for breeding hardy, high-qualit- 
ied gtrains. 

Amongst other grain introduced by 
the Experimental Farms System was 
Bobs, a yellow branned wheat from | 
Australia, The cultivation of this | 
wheat was not pushed by the farmers j 
and millers, as its pale yellow bras 
was greatly against it from the grad-| 
ing standpoint. The present day! 
“Red Bobs” is a selection from this 
wheat. 

Around 1903-4, Kubanka, a Durum 
wheat, was tested out by the Experi- | 
mental farms, This wheat proved! 
valuable for very dry districts and is|. 
practically the only wheat of the ear-| 
lier introductions grown today. 


As mentioned above, most of the 
foreign introductions were not par- 
ticularly valuable in themselves, but 
some of the varieties from Northern 
Russia and some from India proved 
to be excellent parents from which to 
breed new and valuable varieties po- 
ssessing desirable qualities,. 

Amongst the first crosses of any 
importance made by a Fife wheat on 
the wheats from northern Russia, 
were Preston, Stanley and Huron, of 
which the latter is now considered 
the best. Preston has nearly gone 
out of general use, and Stanley, while 
a beardless variety and desirable from 
that standpoint, has been dropped.: 
For besides being easily susceptible 
to disease, it has a soft kernel and 
produced flour of rather inferior 
strength for bread-making. Huron, 
a red, bearded wheat, is still in use 
and is a variety very well suited to 
the eastern provinces, as well as to 
some places in Alberta and Saskatch- 
ewan. This wheat has done remark- 


ably well at Beaverlodge and other 
points in northern Alberta, 

Afiother wheat, which has made a 
noticeable stand and yield in far- 
flung, outlying districts, is Bishop. 
This variety has a yellow bran and 
begides giving a good yleld in certain 
localities makes a very good grade of 
flour when milled. At Fort Vermil- 
ion, northern Alberta, it is very high- 
ly thought of, as it is comparatively 
early and gives an excellent crop. 

Then, there is that wheat intro- 
duced by Dr, Chas. E. Saunders, 
Dominion cerealist — Marquis, the 
leading wheat of Canada, which has 
added twenty million dollars a year 
to the value of the Canadian wheat 
crop. The fact that this variety is 
from three to twelve days earlier in 
maturing than Red Fife and other 
varieties formerly grown, and that 
the grain docs not readily shel! out 
before cutting, plays a lacge part in 
its popularity. The straw is rather 
short and stiff and the hesds are 
blocky in appearance; the kernels are 
dark red in color, hard and yield an 
excellent flour. Marquis wheat is very 
productive, especially on rich soils, 
and in rather dry climates. 

Another cross-bred and still earlier 
ripening variety is Ruby, Ottawa, No. 
623, which ripens at Ottawa in about 
ninety-three days after sowing which 
is from three to twelve days earlier 
than Marquis. A great future is pre- 
dieted from this variety because of 
its early ripening and good yielding 
qualities. It is especially valuable in 
districts where Marquis is too late in 
ripening and where there is a moder- 
ate rainfall, Ruby wheat has helped 
to make profitable the growing of 


wheat in places where grain crops 
were formerly frozen. 
Prelude, Ottawa No, 135, is one 


which is outstanding for its earliness, 
ripening on an average in 87 days 
from date of sowing. With Prelude’s 
early ripening qualitigs one does not 
expect such heavy yields as with later 
maturing varieties in a good season. 
| Flour of very high baking strength 
is obtained from this variety but not 
pale enough to be given the highest 
rank for color, 

Considerable work has been done 
in the way of producing improved 
strains of wheat by sclection from 
commercial varieties. The most note- 
worthy of these selections is Early 
Red Fife, No. 16, obtained from ord- 
inary Red Fife and from which it 


| differs in a few details—besides being ; most ‘Turkish women don’t want ta 


several days earlier, it has a higher 
yield; has larger kernels and some~ 
what blunted heads. In baking and} 
milling qualities it is the same as 
Red Fife and is an excellent wheat 
for rather dry districts in central and 
western Canada, It also does weli in 
eastern Canada. Various other sel- 
ections have been made, White Rus- 
sian, White Fife, and a host of others, 
which have more or less local import- 
ance, but have not as yet achieved 
Dominion-wide fame.

Crop in Canada 


Estimated That Nearly Seventeen 
Million Acres Was Sown 
To Wheat 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
has just issued the first estimate of 
the areas sown this spring to grain, 
hay and potatoes, together with a 
report of their condition on May 31, 
as compiled with the returns of crop 
reports. 

The total area estimated to be sown 
to wheat in Canada for 1920 is 16,921,- 
000 acres. The area to be harvested 
to fall wheat is 740,300 acres; so that 
the area under spring whéat is 16,- 
180,700 acres, as compared with 18,- 
453,175 acres in 1919, the slightly de- 
creased area being caused by the un- 
usually late spring. 

Of oats, the total acreage sown is 

estimated at 15,291,000 acres, as com- 
pared with 14,952,000 acres last year, 
an increase of 339,000 acres, or two 
percent, 
— Barley has an acreage of 2,257,900; 
rye, 730,100; peas, 219,065; mixed 
grains, 900,800; hay and clover, 10,- 
492,900; and Alfalfa, 220,800, 

The end of May is rather too soon 
for definite reports on the areas plan- 
ted to potatoes; but a preliminary es- 
timate of areas planted or to be 
planted is 802,400 acres.

Factors Which Make For the Per- 
manence of the Boil’s

Water-power development is but 
one of the important uses to which 
many of our inland waters may be 
applied. Too frequently, in reports 
on water-power resources, says A. V. 
White, of the Conservation Commis- 
sion, it has been the tendency to deal 
with. power development exclusively, 
without adequately considering such 
related subjects as domestic and mu- 
nicipal supply, agriculture irrigation, 
navigation, fisheries, and riparian 
rights. 

There has been a tendency on the 
part of many persons interested in 
the conservation of natural resources 
to emphasize that this or that par- 
ticular resource is the most import- 

j ant. Some have contended that the 
forests are the most important asset; 
others, coal; others maintain that the 
soil, with its fertility, is the most 
important; and of late years, great 
stress has been laid upon the state: 
ment that water is the chief asset— 
fhe prediction being made that the 
water power available is destined 
to take precedence in the world of 
commerce, As a matter of fact, 
however, all these various interests 
are interdependent. If any one feat- 
ure of our natura) resources is to 
be placed before others, probably it 
could be most reasonably urged that 
a fertile condition of the soil is the 
most important natural asset to be 
safeguarded; because, for his susten- 
ance on the earth, man requires food, 
raiment and shelter, and these essen- 
tials are supplied him, in one form ael 
another, either directly or indirectly, 
from the soil.

Problem of Relieving 
The Labor Shortage 
On The Farm 


How labor can be attracted back to 
the land will soon become one of, if 
not the most important of present- 
day problems. The supervisor of the 
census of Oklahoma says cight out of 
ten of the boys of that state leave 
the farm for the city when they finish 
school. Capper’s Weekly gives the 
estimate that only ten percent of the 
farm boys who went into the army 
ever came back to the farm to stay. 
Recently the Karisas Agricultural 
College reported that representatives 
of seven of the largest corporations 
in the United States visited the col- 
lege in the previous six wecks seck- 
ing to employ graduate students. In 
addition to these corporations, the 
college has received requests for men 
from electric companies, construction 
companies, structural steel firms, and 
a score of other more or less import- 
ant concerns. Capper’s Weekly asks 
if the world shall have to go hungry 
for a time before it finds out that 
not only must opportunities on the 
farm be made available as a change 
for young men as those of the cities, 
but as safely profitable. 

According to a stirvey of the situa- 
tion just issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, the av- 
ailable supply of farm labor is 72 
percent of the normal; in other words 
that the situation is “more acute now 
than it was at the immediate close 
of the war, when the drafted farm

A statement by the bureau of stat- 
istics of the provincial department of 
agriculture shows that the agricul- 
tural products of Saskatchewan for 
the fiscal year ended April 30, and the 
livestock held in the province were 


j valued at $636,415,107, an increase of 


$50,681,750 over 1918. The value of 
the livestock in the province in 1919 
showed an increase of $3,648,736 over 
the preceding year. 

Of the grain acreage of the Domin- 
ion, Saskatchewan furnished last year 
57.32 percent of the spring wheat, 32.- 
25 percent of oats, 18.61 percent of 
the barley, 85.07 percent of the flax, 
and 25.29 percent of the rye. A com- 
parison of Saskatchewan's grain pro- 
duction with that of the twelve states 
of the union shows that this province 
climbed in 1919 to second place, after 
having dropped to fourth place in 
1918, and this in spite of the fact that 
the total grain production of the pro- 
vince was 200,000 bushels less in 1919 
than in 1918, and no less than 163,- 
000,000 bushels short of the record 
established in 1915, 
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What One Farmer 
Accomplished 


Increased Holdings From 320 to 22,- 
000 Acres in Ten Years 

An example of the growth and de- 
velopment of a Saskatchewan farm 
during the past ten years is provid- 
ed by the Bellamy farm at Stranraer 
in the southern part of the province, 
where Mr, Bellamy holds a total of 
10,000 acres in a solid block, in addi- 
tion to a 12,000-acre ranch at Turtle- 
ford in Central Saskatchewan, 

In 1910 Mr. Bellamy started with 
320 acres which has increased each 
year until a total acreage under crop 
of 7,000 acres has been reached this 
season, Until a,few years ago grain 
farming only was practiced; but, hay- 
ing, a fine supply of; running water 
and the great amount of roughage 


that otherwise would be burned, andj 


realising the practical advantage of 
having livestock for clearing the sum- 
merfallowed land and cleaning up the 
stubble, he gave his attention to live- 
stock, 

In 1919 he ran 2,000 wethers, fat- 
tened without grain to an average of 
146 pounds for a gross profit of 100 
percent, About $10,000 worth of 
hogs were sold the same year, Last 
winter 2,000 cattle were handled on 
the 12,000 acre ranch at Turtleford. 
Included in this lot are a herd of 
1,200 high grade Hereford cows bred 
for spring calving which have been 
selected from one of the leading 
Hereford establishments in the world, 
Last year Mr, Bellamy spent almost 
$25,000 in the purchase of registered 
Herefords at the spring sale of the 
Orchard Lake Farm, just held, he 
purchased an additional 21 head, to- 
talling in value $37,000. 


Specialists im farm management 
during the past year have been mak- 
ing investigations in the United 
States for the Department of Agri- 
culture with regard to the saving in 
labor coming from the use of modern 
farm machinery. It was the first 
comprehensive study of the subject 
for the purpose of ascertaining by 
field tests in what way the greatest 
practical results might be obtained 
from the minimum of labor, The re- 
Port of these specialists, recently pub- 
lished by the department, shows that 
one man does 80 percent more work 
with a 28-inch horse-drawn plough 
than with a single bottom plough, 
that a portable elevator reduces the 
time of unloading grain about 75 per- 
cent, that a hay loader reduces the 
time of loading 25 percent, and that 
the corn binder increases the result 
of man labor 50 percent over cutting 
and shocking by hand, 

The time may come when farming 
will become an organized and special- 
ized industry, carried on by skilled 
employees with the assistance of the 
best machinery procurable and at 
wage rates commensurate with the 
amount and value of the product, A 
beginning in “that direction has al- 
ready been made; whether or not the 
movement will develop depends upon 
the result of the effort to get labor 
back to the land under existing con- 
ditions.

Lignite briquettes manufactured 


from the natural coal tar and lignite 
from Alberta coal mines will be plac- 
ed on the Manitoba market before 


another year, according to the pres- 
ent plans of the Alberta government. 

“Government experts are now ‘at 
work on a solution to extract tar 
from the extensive sands of Alberta 
witht a view to using it in the manu- 
facture of briquettes,” states the pro- 
vincial premier, “and it is hoped to 
build up a market sufficient to keep 
the coal mines running the year 
round,” 


Air Express Service to Paris 


| Airco Service Between London and 


Paris for Business Men 

It is announced that several new 
and faster Airco aeroplanes are being 
put into the London to Paris air ser- 
vice, which will insure that business 
men in London can transact business 
personally, in Paris within four hours 
after leaving London, This new time 
service includes the journey by auto- 
mobile from Piccadilly Circus, Lon- 
don, to Croydon, and a similar jour- 
ney from the outskirts of Parig to 
the Place de l'Opera, By this new 
schedule, it will become possible for 
business men in a hurry to breakfast 
in London, travel to Paris by air, 
lunch and transact business in that 
city, and return by air express to 
London in time for dinner in the eve- 
ning. Two daily services will be run, 
leaving Crowdon at 9.30 a.m. and 4:- 
30 p.m., with a similar schedule from 
Paris. It is confidently anticipated 
that the actual aerial fourney between 
the two capitals will be reduced te 
within two hours,

Increased and Improved Passtnger 
Service in Government 
Lines 


Increased and improved passenger 
service with a closer consolidation of 
gwoverntnent controlled lines in the 
West are reflected in the general 
change of train service on the Cau- 
adian National Railways, effective on 
Sunday, June 27th, as announced by 
R. Creelman, assistant passenger 
trafic manager, Winnipeg. 

On many lines, now served by a 
tri-weekly service or a littie better, 
the railway company will usher in 
a daily service. In addition, different 
routing of main line trains is arrang- 
ed, The change in service, in gen- 
eral, is of much interest to the people 
of the west, and to whom it will be 
of great benefit, for with this new 
service will come a greater dispatch 
in train operation, a better mainten- 
ance of train schedule, the elimina- 
tion, practically, of vexatious delay. 

The inauguration of a new through 
fast limited daily train between Win- 
nipeg and Vancouver is one of the 
many features of the summer time 
card, This train, to be known as the 
“National” will leave Winnipeg at 
10:25 in the evening and reach Win- 
nipeg 11:00 o’clock in the morning, 
and will operate over the shortest 
possible route, namely Grand Trunk 
Pacific Between Winnipeg and Ed- 
monton, thence Canadian National 
between Edmonton and Vancouver 
over the famous Yellowhead Route. 

To Eastern Canada, a daily train 
will leave Winnipeg at 5:00 p.m. over 
the transcontinental, replacing the 
present tri-weekly schedule. Via 
Port Arthur route to the east, the 
service will be virtually the same as 
at present, with a more convenient 
hour for departure, at 8:30 o’clock in 
the morning on Mondays, Wednes- 
days and Saturdays, thus giving pas- 
sengers a day-light ride through the 
Rainy Lake and Lake of the Woods 
district. 

Through daily trains will be opera- 
ted between Winnipeg and Calgary 
via Dauphin and Saskatoon. This 
{will eliminate the changing of trains 
at Saskatoon as at present. ‘Trains 
| will leave Winnipeg at 10:40 p.m., 
Saskatoon the next afternoon at 6:50 
o'clock, arriving Calgary at noon the 
following day. Returning, leave Cal- 
gary in the afternoon at 4:30 o'clock 
arriving Winnipeg early the second 
day at 8:05 in the morning. 

To Edmonton, instead of going as 
at present via Dauphin, Kamsack, the 
new service provides for a through 
daily train via Portage La Prairie, 
Brandon, Regina, Saskatoon, thence 
to Edmonton, leaving* Winnipeg 10:25 


p.m., leaving Regina 11:05 next morn- |* 


ing, Saskatoon at 6:10 in the after- 
noon, arriving Edmonton early the 
next morning at 9 o'clock. Return- 
ing, trains leave the Alberta capital 
at 8:00 p.m., Saskatoon 11:05 
morning, Regina 5:45 in the after- 
noon, arriving Winnipeg 7:45 in the 
morning of the following day. 

Through the northern part of Man- 
itoba and Saskatchewan, trains leave 
Winnipeg for Prince Albert via Dau- 
phin, Swan River, Hudson Bay Jct. 
From Winnipeg to Hudson Bay Jct. 
trains leave daily except Sunday at 
10:40 in the morning. From Hudson 
Bay Jct. to Prince Albert a daily ser- 
vice will be established. This train 
returns arriving Winnipeg in the 
afternon at 4:00 o'clock.

To Decide Varieties of Grain That 
Will be Recognized in 
Competitions 
In conformity with the request of 
the federal “government, the provin- 
cial Department of Agriculture has 
appointed a seed board for Saskatche- 
wan, whose work will consist chiefly 
of holding standing crop contests, for 
the purpose of deciding what varieties 
of grain will be recognized in the 
competitions and at seed fairs. The 
Federal government regulations pro- 
vide for the payment to the prov- 
inces of not more than two-thirds of 
the moneys awarded to the compcti- 
tors on account of field crop compe- 
titions, seed fairs and provincial seed 
exhibifions, and combined seed crop

Reports Covet: Gil the Three Prairie 
Provinces Are. Most 
Hopeful 

Crop conditions through the prairie 
provinces indicate the best condition 
of graim crops at corresponding peri- 
ods for any year since 1904, which 
year’s June period has held the record 
es ideal, only being once approached 
in the season of 1912, Reports cov- 
cring over 200 points in Manitoha, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta show a 
much more encouraging situation 
than was the case in 1915, which was 
the west’s bumy:r crop year, The 
general condition of wheat is excel- 
ent and itt locali!ics where the seed- 
ing was late the plants are healthy 
and vigorous. Nearly 50 percent of 
the reports show the crop to be a 
week or 10 days ahead of last year 
in development, The reports indicate 
95 percent of the oat crop was seed- 
ed by the first week in June. A heavy 
seeding of barley is reported and a 
marked increase in flax. Most of 
this increased acreage is new break- 


ing.
